2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest art of record, namely Stewart et al. (5,471 ,674), does not teach the 
embodiment of the broadest claim 19 having "a mobile memory... stores therein a 
second control system... in place of a first control system stored in an internal storage 
device of the projector..." and "the mobile memory... activate the second control system 
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in place of the first control system without transferring the second control system to the 
internal storage device wherein the second control system is an operating system" 

Stewart (col. 3 - col. 4) teaches BIOS software (boot program, pointers to the 
operating system, etc.) maintained in a mobile Boot Card/Flash module (col. 5/col. 11) 
can be activated in place of a BIOS program stored on an internal Flash EPROM (on- 
board Flash BIOS) without being transferred to an internal storage device. However, 
Stewart does not teach that an operating system can be, activated from the Boot Card. 
In fact, Stewart specifically states BIOS software merely includes a pointer to launch the 
computer into the operating system software (col. 3, lines 23-24).
